And as in Menlo Park all our 
taxes are collected on one bill, the 
average taxpayer sees only the to- 
tal result and makes no analysis. 

This year the basis of assessment 
cf property in San Mateo county 
was increased 53 per cent by order | 
of the state board of equalization. 
Thus, if a tax rate were left un- 
changed, a taxpayer would be pay- 
ing 50 per cent more to that agency 
this year as against last. If the tax 
rate were cut back by one-third, the 
taxpayer would be paying the same} 
amount. 


The San Mateo county tax rate 
was. cut back from $1.88 last year 
to $k238 this:year; which amounts 
to an actual reduction to the tax- 
payer ofa tittle over one per cent. 

At the same time, however, most | 
of the school districts in tne county 
kept their rates unchanged or de- | 
creased them only a little, greatly | 
increasinz the taxpayers’ bill. | 

Belmont schoo! district cut back 
the full amount, but the average of | 
the 16 major school districts of the 
county increased its bill to the indi- 
vidual taxpayer by over 43 per cent! 

Menlo Park was up- only 27! 
per:cent; and Sequoia High School 
District only 23% per cent, but | 
Ravenswood was up 55! per cent | 
and Las Lomitas was up 216 per 
cent. 

School taxes ccmprise the major 
part of the tax bill collected by the 
county. For example in Scuth San 
Francisco they are 73 per cent of the 
county collected tax bill, in San Mn- 
teo they are 7142 per cent, in Burlin- 
game-they are 70 per cent, in San 
Carlos they are 62 per cent, and in 
Redwcecd City they are 67 per cent. 

Is it little wonder then that the 
beard of supervisors having cut its 
own tax take, should wish to point 
ovt that the much higher tax bill it 
had to collect was due to circum- 
stances beyond its control. 

Although we in the cities are in- 
clined to throw rocks at the coun- 
ty government on occasion, we 
should appreciate the extent of 
the job they must do. 

Legally the counties are an armj 
of the state and are required by the 
state constitution and statutes to 
carry on humerous county-wide ser- 
vices, including superior, justice and 
municipal courts, tax assessment 
and tax collection for schools and 
other districts, health and sanita- 
tion, and charities ard corrections. 

This lest is particularly expensive, 
including the’ county hospital, the 
probation department, detention | 
home, care of the insane, and aid 
to needy children, the blind, the 
aged, and the indigent. 

The cost ef the welfare pro- 
gram is largely set by the state 
legislature, and the county has the 
responsibility of administering it 


and raisin~ its share of the cost. 

Like children in our elementary 
schools, the number of aged is in- 
creasing more‘ rapidly than-the pop- 
ulation as a whole. 

While city officials are critical of 
services rendered by the counties 
primarily: in the unincorporated ur- 
ban areas, we recognize that this is 
in any case only a small fraction of 
total county expenditures. 

For these reasons I would like to 
see the county government get full 
credit for its: tax cut-back. 

Most schoo} districts may be able 
t?- justify their inereased tax take 
this year, and in any event should 
be willing to accept the responsibil-

Selecting Most Useful tools for Garden 


Pases Big Problem for Greon-Thumbers 


By TERRY LEE 

If is a problem, with all the new 
and fancy garden tools, to select the 
enes that will help you the most in 
your many tasks. Pocr tools are a 
waste, and too many just clutter 
up the garage. 

Just the basic tco!s, including a 
lawn mower, can run into a mini- 
mum of $75. If you were to list 
your own implements and their 
replacement value, you would pio- 
bably find upwards of $200 worth 
of equipment. 

There are three basic tools: a 
spade, a rake and a hoe. Spades can 
be square or pointed, long or short 
handled, heavy or light. 

Many gardeners supplement e 
spade with a fork, which makes dig- 
eing in qur heavy soil much easier. 
The old fashioned tooth rake is be- 
ing replaced by disk-like ones, 
which are marvelous for getting out 
weeds, and the metal version of the 
bamboo rake, for getting up leaves 
and debris. 

BIG SELECTION 

There are s>9 many types of hoes, 
or cultivators, that the display is 
staggering. I like a blade that is 
about six inches wide and three 
inches deep. It’s just enough t9 pul- 
verize the top crust or make a fur- 
row. There are pronged varieties, or 
double-headed ones that give you a 
choice. 

A hoe is as personal as a golf club 
and it is fun to try out several to 
find your preference. 

There is one thing that belongs 
with a hoe and a spade; without 
it I don’t know how anyone gar- 
dens. It is a file. How can you ex- 
pect to sever weeds or break up 
cleds without a sharp - edged 
blade! 

You ought to keep a file in your) 
hip pocket and spruce up the blade 
of your hoe after every 15 minutes. 
of work. It’s amazing how even the 
laziest gardener can get a lot done 
with sharp tools. 

There are hand counterparts of 
the big spade, rake and hee. ‘The 
most useful are a narrow, pointed 
trowel and a pronged cultivator. 

Other hand tools you should have 
are sharp pruning shears and hand 
grass shears. Again, it is useless to 
have them if they arent. sharp, so 
don't be fooled by the cheap ones. 
NEEDED DEVICE 

Of course you need a‘lawn mower, 
and the size cf your lawn should de- 
termine whether it is power or push. 
You will need lots of hose. There is 
much to be said for buying a %4-ineh 
hose instead of the standard %% 
With just that much difference you 
will get twice as much water spin- 
ning out of your sprinkler, I like to 
have four or five 25-foot lengths so 
I can have a hose at every outlet. 

For that much hose two sprink- 
ler heatls are enough, anda good 
ene will last a long time and 
throw a good spray. My favorite 
sprinkler for the vegetable garden 
is a canvas hose called a_ soil 
soaker. 

You will need some kind of a 
sprayer or duster. My favorite isa 
sprayer that work likes a_ slide 
trombone.

Regret on Passing 
Of B. £. Hayden 


* Menlo Park city officials this 
week stated their regrets over the 
death of Beauford Emmet Hayden, 
former Menlo Park planning com- 
missioner and retired civil engineer. 

Hayden, whose home was at 1265 
San Mateo drive, had been a mem- 
ber of the planning commission dur- 
ing 1947 and 1948. He died Saturday 
at a Los Altos rest home, following 
a long period of declining health, at 
the age of 77. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess stated 
his personal regrets and lauded the 
former city planner’s work for the 
community: .

Prior te his retirement, he had 
been, for 42 years, associated wjth 
the US Bureau of Reclamation, and 
for 25 years of that: time ha& been 
superintendent of the Klamath Irri- 
gation district with headquarters at 
Klamath Falls, Ore. 

He was a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, and was a member 
of the American Soaiety of Civil En- 
gineers. 

Surviving Hayden are his wife, 
Mrs. Augusta J. Hayden of Menlo 
Park; daughters Mrs. Max W. For- 
sythe of this city and Mrs. Otis Mul- 
liken of Washington, D. C. and a 
son, E. Bush Hayden of Los Angeles.
